Research Center 


OR several months there has been talk of the 

establishment of a research center for the in- 
vestigation of diseases of the horse. This week 
the announcement comes from the trustees of the 
University of Kentucky, Lexington, that they 
have accepted on behalf of the University a fund 
of $31,000 to be administered separately and de- 
voted entirely to research work in connection 
with diseases of the horse. Two individual Thor- 
oughbred breeders have contributed $26,000 of 
the fund, and the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association is giving $5,000 a year toward 
the project in semi-annual payments of $2,500 
each. The first of the payments has already been 
made, the second will be forthcoming on July 1 
of this year. 

BLoop-HORSE is hopeful that from this 
small beginning there will grow a great institu- 
tion which will eventually prove itself one of the 
greatest cooperative investments ever made by 
American breeders of horses, returning manifold 
dividends in the form of money saved through 
the eradication and control of disease. We hope 
that other breeders will find themselves able to 
contribute toward the establishment and sup- 
port of a research laboratory, and that the State 
and Federal governments will recognize the op- 
portunity of aiding in a movement which prom- 
ises to bring benefits to all horse breeders in the 
country. 

Much research on diseases of the horse has 
already been done, and a high percentage of it 
has been done at the University of Kentucky, 
where Dr. William Wallace Dimock and Dr. 
Philip Edwards are recognized as leaders in this 
field of exploratory study. But it has not been 
possible in the past for the work to be pursued 
steadily. There has been a need for a provision 
which would permit a project to be undertaken 
and carried on consecutively until some definite 
results are obtained. The new foundation should 
give permanence to a most important work. 

It is self-evident that whatever problems are 
approached by Dr. Dimock and his assistants 
under the new dispensation will be difficult prob- 
lems, else they would have been resolved long 
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Number 13 
ago. It is therefore urgent that assurance be 
provided, whatever projects are undertaken, that 
sufficient funds will be available for prosecuting 
the investigation over a long period of time. The 
riddle of periodic ophthalmia, for instance, is 
not likely to be unriddled in a month, since it has 
stood unsolved for generations. 

It should be understood that the work to be 
undertaken at the University of Kentucky under 
the direction of Thomas P. Cooper, dean of the 
College of Agriculture and head of the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Experiment Station, is not to 
affect Thoroughbreds particularly, but will apply 
to all types of horses. It is therefore the con- 
cern of all those who breed or work with horses 
in any way. The American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association wishes it made clear that 
its participation does not in any way bar other 
organizations and other individuals from placing 
funds at the disposal of Dean Cooper, subject to 
the approval of the University trustees. THE 
BLOOD-HORSE hopes that representatives of the 
Standardbred and saddle and show horse indus- 
tries will interest themselves in the project and 
consider taking part in a movement which prom- 
ises so much good for horsemen everywhere. 

It occurs to us also that some of the more im- 
portant race tracks might well consider making 
a direct contribution to the improvement of the 
breed through the medium of the Kentucky re- 
search center. Certainly the race courses of 
America stand to profit by whatever knowledge 
is gained there, and certainly the prosperity now 
enjoyed by the tracks has its origin in the ani- 
mal whose welfare will be studied there. In re- 
cent years the tracks have withheld from the 
owners a large proportion of their gross earnings 
which formerly went into stakes and purses, and 
here would be a splendid opportunity to recom- 
pense the breeding industry in a small measure 
for dividends which it has been denied. We 
would be pleased to see sufficient funds placed at 
the disposal of Dean Cooper and his staff for 
them to undertake an investigation of the whole 
problem of lameness in horses, for this is a mat- 
ter which affects all types of horses, and even a 
partial! solution would bring tremendous divi- 
dends. 
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A TRAINER’S DIARY 


By VENTURE ALL 


ARCH 1. More heavy rain and mud and slop, 

accompanied by high humidity. Galloped 
only Devil, Gretchen, Sister, and Blackie. Star 
breezed through the slop a half-mile in :49; he is 
a grand mudder. The 2-year-olds walked under 
saddle around the shed. Others walked on the 
shank. 


MARCH 2: Devil, Red, Frienaly, Blackie, and 
the 2-year-olds galloped. The others walked. Put 
a blister on Village’s leg, which now begins to 
look as though the tendon is thickening, which 
means a bow. He has had about everything else 
the matter with him, so this ought not to be much 
of a surprise. 

Il] luck pursued Sister today. At the start the 
horse next to her bore into her and knocked her 
back to next to last. She recovered her stride 
and began to overhaul her field, and finished with 
a rush to be second in a race run in just a fifth of 
a second off the world’s record. The worst of it 
was that she cooled out very lame, and seems to 
have badly sprained her left ankle, if she has not 
more seriously injured it. (No, I didn’t cut any 
cusswords out of this paragraph.—-Ed.) 


MARCH 3. Friendly galloped two turns of the 
track, and the following once around: Gretchen, 
the two chestnut colts, and the bay filly. Devil 
breezed five-eighths in 1:03. Red went three- 
eighths in :352;. Fig went a half in :50. Star 
worked five-eighths in 1:02 very easily, and 
Blackie stepped a nice three-eighths in :35!;. 
Others walked. 


MARCH 4. Light, Star, and Blackie galloped one 
turn of the track, and Friendly and the bay colt 
two turns. Gretchen went three-eighths in :36 as 
a blow-out for race tomorrow. I risked working 
the two chestnut colts and the two fillies, the 
former going three furlongs in :40 and the latter 
two going the same distance in :39. They are 
better of their colds and I hope slow work will 
not give them a back-set. 


MARCH 5. A very sultry morning made the 
horses very hard to cool out, so I did as little 
with ail of them as possible. Light, Fig, Gretchen, 
Star, Blackie, and the 2-year-olds galloped. The 
young horses also schooled at the gate. Waited 
late until the usual breeze sprang up to work 
Friendly, which went a mile in 1:4225 and pulled 
up 1% miles in 1:55, but seemed a bit sore in 
pulling up. Examination at the barn revealed 
the fact that an ankle which has been some- 
what puffy for some weeks has warmed up, and 
is tender. This means farewell to dreams of win- 
ning the $50,000 Widener Cup. 

Gretchen and Star finished unplaced in their 
races this afternoon. Star came to the front 
entering the home stretch, but his rider went to 
a whipping drive, and Star pinned his ears and 
sulked right out of the money. 


MARCH 6. The big day, the end of the Hialeah 
Park season has arrived. Showers last night made 
the track about half muddy this morning, and the 
humidity was again very high. Horses all came 
back from their gallops dirty and latheréd, which 
is the kind of a morning both trainer and men 
hate to see. Devil, Light, Fig, Blackie, the dark 
chestnut colt, the bay colt, and the two fillies 
galloped. Others walked. Sammy became sick 
from heat and walking too long on an empty

stomach, and fainted away at the end of a shank 
with which he was leading Friendly. 


Changed riders today on Gretchen, and with 
faultless handling and obedience to riding orders, 
she was home easily, winning by three lengths 
a 1 1-16-mile race, and at nice odds. 


About all the people wno could wedge them- 
selves into the park were assembled today to see 
Columbiana win the Widener 11,-mile race in 
2:014>5, and Buddy Hirsch dig up the pot of gold 
that lies at the rainbow’s end—-the same rainbow 
by the way, that was so full of promise to all 
the other nominators. They also saw the good 
colt Bigey whip the good filly Catalysis in the 
Championship stakes for 2-year-olds. Both are in- 
bred to Domino, which is the blood one must have 
for quick-coming 2-year-olds of class. A big band 
of Seminole Indians in their gaudy best, looked on 
the scene from the greensward of the turf-course, 
and behind them in the water stood the great 
flock of salmon-pink flamingoes in stolid indif- 
ference, while wild bluebills and mallards swam 
in platoons nearer shore. Even this color hardly

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challenged that of the crowd across the track, 
and as the last race was run over the turf, a 
tropical sunset painted the sky a gorgeous red 
and gold. 


MARCH 7. Arrived at the track to find most of 
my erstwhile neighbors already moved out and 
gone to the next scene of racing, Tropical Park. 
Racing stables are like circuses, and move with 
about the same dispatch. This was a beautiful 
morning with a comfortable breeze, and air 
wonderously clear. The horses and men were all 
buoyed up, and mocking-birds were rhapsodizing 
from the tops of flaming hibiscus bushes all over 
the park. 

Devil, Light, Fig, and Blackie’ galloped. 
The dark chestnut colt and the bay colt breezed 
three furlongs together around the turn in :39, 
and the two fillies did the same in :3745. The 
others all walked. Four of the 2-year-olds appear 
practically well of their long siege of colds and 
cough. The light chestnut colt still has a dirty 
nose that has to be sponged several times a day. 

The 2-year-olds have been granted names by 
The Jockey Club, so I guess it is time I gave 
them names in this chronicle. Henceforth the 
light chestnut colt will be called General; the 
dark chestnut colt, Captain; the bay colt, Major; 
the bay filly, Mabyn; and the chestnut filly, Edna. 


NOTE: No doubt to any trainers who may have 
read the chapters of this Diary, this story of the 
daily grind, to which they are so familiar, must 
seem a waste of time and space. I quite agree 
with them in this conception. However, these col- 
umns are not written for their consumption, but 
for the man on the outside who wishes to know 
something of what goes on each morning on the 
race track. It is also hoped that this “‘man on the 
outside” will have a bit more charity for the 
trainers of horses when the story is told. 


ILLINOIS 
ILLINOIS DERBY 


ATURDAY, May 22, has been set by Aurora 

officials for the running of the Illinois Derby, 
first stakes event of the Illinois season. The 
event, for 3-year-olds at 11, miles, will carry 
an endowment of $12,000 added, the same value 
which it had in 1936, when Rushaway won it, 
shipped to Latonia to win the Latonia Derby on 
the following day. Entries to the event close 
May 15. 


ARLINGTON PARK PLANS 


A daily average distribution of more than 
$12,000 is planned for Arlington Park’s 30-day 
meeting this summer, according to Chairman 
John D. Hertz. The minimum purse figure will 
be set at $1,100, or $100 higher than in 1936. 
On days when no stakes event is offered, there 
will be one race of $1,500, one of $1,200, six at 
$1,100. In addition, about $3,500 will be distrib- 
uted in the form of bonuses to trainers, ranging 
from $50 to $200, for saddling winners of races 
at distances above 13-16 miles. 

Added money will be doubled for the Arlington 
Handicap ($20,000 in 1937), and the Inaugural 
Handicap ($10,000 in 1937). The Matron Stakes, 
for fillies and mares, abandoned in 1932, will be 
revived, with $5,000 added. Other stakes will be 
the Arlington Futurity (approximate gross, $60,- 
000), Lassie Stakes (approximate gross, $30,- 
000), the Classic Stakes ($30,000 added).

Later he went with Sam 
Hildreth, accompanied him to Europe, and was 
Hildreth’s right bower until the latter’s death in 
1929. He remained with the Rancocas Stable a 
short time longer and then took a position with 
the Greentree Stable, first under young James 
Rowe and later under Thomas W. Murphy. When 
Murphy resigned Brennan was appointed head 
trainer for the Greentree Stable and he has been 
with that organization ever since. 

In the past thirty-odd years Brennan has been 
in close contact with some of the best horses on 
the Turf, beginning with Beldame, all of the Hil- 
dreth horses from 1908 onwards, and later with 
Twenty Grand. 

The first winner he ever trained was *Silver 
Fox, a grey son of Grey Fox II out of Mary Queen 
of Scots. Silver Fox was owned by the Rancocas 
Stable at the time, but in 1925 he was shipped 
west for the Cincinnati Derby at Coney Island 
and Bill Brennan was his accredited trainer for 
this race. The Cincinnati Derby was run at 
Coney Island on July 25, and *Silver Fox, under 
121 pounds and ridden by the late Laverne Fator, 
beat King Nadi (118), Caractus (124), and oth- 
ers, running the distance in 2:0215 and earning 
$20,900. *Silver Fox was bred at the Cobham 
Stud by the late William Allison, purchased as 
a foal by Phil T. Chinn for 500 guineas ($2,500) 
and sold as a yearling for $19,000 to the Rancocas 
Stable and William R. Coe. He raced from two 
to five and won 13 races and $79,385. He died at 
Saratoga in 1927. 

Bill Brennan is emphatic in his statement that 
Twenty Grand was the best horse he ever trained. 
He took charge of this great colt after he broke 
down as a 3-year-old, but patched him up and 
won races with him. 

The best horse he ever saw, however, was 
Man o’ War. Brennan was in charge of the Bel- 
mont yearlings in 1918 and brought them to 
Saratoga, where they were sold; and it was at 
this vendue that the Glen Riddle Stable bought 
Man o’ War for $5,000.

SIDELIGHTS - - - 


Money Per Furlong 


ERSONAL preference for longer races has led 

me to clamor, now and then, for more dis- 
tance events and fewer sprints. But though for 
the last three years there has been a steady 
increase in races longer than 114 miles, the num- 
ber is still negligible. It has been, and is still, 
my contention that such races are very much to 
the advantage of race tracks, because distance 
events are more interesting to spectators, and be- 
cause they are more attractive to bettors. 

A morning or so of intensive figure-juggling 
has given a rather remarkable confirmation of 
this contention. I took betting totals, race by 
race, for the greater part of two meetings at 
different tracks (Bay Meadows in the fall of 
1935 and Hialeah Park in 1936), and obtained, 
by average, the percentage of each day’s handle 
which should normally go on the respective races. 
As every one knows, there is generally an in- 
crease in the play on each race for the first five 
or six events. After the feature event, there is 
a slight drop, with the last two races played 
about equally. 

Well, armed with these percentages, I went 
over the two selected meetings, and noted each 
instance in which the pari-mutuel turnover 
seemed greatly larger, or much smaller, than 
normal expectation. By going over the charts 
of each day’s racing, I attempted to discover the 
reason for such sharp increases or decreases. 
I found 51 instances in which there was a very 
definite deviation from normal. Nine of these 
were races in which the number of starters ap- 
parently played the deciding part. In 27 cases 
betting went up because of increased class of 
fields, or sank because of very cheap contests. 
In 15 instances, increased betting could be traced 
to longer distance, or decreased betting to sprint 
affairs. But what was most important from my 
point of view was this: In no instance had a 
distance race, with an average number of start- 
ers, fallen below expectation. 

Now most races at longer distances, with the 
exception of a few important fixures, are for the 
cheapest sort. If only class were considered, one 
would expect these longer races to draw a lighter 
play, particularly since few can muster more 
than eight or nine starters. But despite these 
handicaps, distance events not only held their 
own in my tabulation, but drew more than their 
normal share of the wagering in many cases. 

The figures which I have compiled on this 
subject are much too cumbersome to print here. 
But roughly, the conclusion to which they point 
is this: Given nine $1,000 platers to run in the 
seventh race at one mile, a track can expect its 
pari-mutuel turnover to increase from $3,000 to 
$6,000 (depending on the volume of the day’s 
handle) if it increases the distance of this race 
to a mile and a quarter. If this is true, and to 
the best of my belief it is, a racing association 
can afford to raise purses for distance events 
by $200 or so, assuring more good starters.

of from two to three million American dollars 
going into the Irish Sweepstakes. Inevitably a 
proposal is made to create an American lottery, 
on the principle that no iniquity is so very black 
if the government can get a cut of it. This year 
the propesal comes from New Jersey Representa- 
tive Edward A. Kenney, who proposes monthly 
government lotteries to raise $2,500,000,000 an- 
nually. Representative Kenney differs from most 
of his compeers, however, in that what he said, 
though it represented no more brilliant a flight 
than is usual among our public servants, was 
said with some finesse: “Instead of ridding our- 
selves of our money and keeping our hypocrisy, 
let’s keep our money and rid ourselves of our 
hypocrisy.” 

We should not, however, rid ourselves of our 
mathematics. I do not suppose that even the 
Government would keep much more than half 
of the total pool of a sweepstakes, though I am 
sure it would levy income tax on the half it gave 
back to the winners. So to raise $2,500,000,000 
annually it would require an investment of $42 
annually from every person in the United States. 
Since at least two-thirds of these would not 
be prospective buyers of sweeps tickets, by rea- 
son of extreme youth, extreme age, extreme pov- 
erty, or slightly developed intelligence, the re- 
maining third would have to put up about $10 
monthly to _ realize Representative Kenney’s 
naive dream of national prosperity. And aside 
from a few wealthy persons who toss money 
into the Irish sweeps partly because of the 
charitable purpose it serves, and partly, so to 
speak, for the hell of it, the rest would have to 
come from the same classes who supported the 
former Louisiana lotteries, when every negro 
stoker on the Mississippi packets was a regular 
subscriber. Highway robbery, in the stage- 
coach days, had a certain glamour, which it 
would lose under governmental supervision. 


Names For 1938 


AST fall, as the time for naming yearlings 

was growing shorter, THE BLOOD-HORSE en- 
gineered a plan by which breeders in need of 
names sent in for publication the breeding of 
their yearlings, and namers wanting something 
to do suggested names for them. This ultimately 
grew into considerable correspondence, and a 
good many yearlings were named in this method, 
in a manner so satisfactory to breeders that sev- 
eral insisted on sending in checks, with the re- 
quest that they be sent to the persons who had 
suggested the names. All this was done, and we 
await, with bated breath but not much real hope, 
the annual supplement to the American Stud 
Book, to see if the general average of appropri- 
ate names has gone up. 


But to further the work of 1938, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is collecting names for horses, and hopes 
to publish next fall fairly extended lists of names 
which are acceptable, euphonious in our opinion, 
and not used, as far as can be ascertained, within 
the proscribed time for duplication. This is not 
guaranteed to give a horse more than a one- 
length advantage over less happily named ani- 
mals, but will, we hope, be of some help to per- 
sons who have difficulty in getting names which 
are suitable both to themselves and to the reg- 
istrar of The Jockey Club. 
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FUND FOR RESEARCH 


HOMAS POE COOPER, director of the Ken- 

tucky Agricultural Experiment Station at 
the University of Kentucky, Lexington, this week 
announced the establishment of a $31,000 fund 
to promote investigation of diseases of horses. 
The announcement marks the realization of a 
movement started by the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association at its meeting in 
Saratoga, N. Y., last August to establish a 
laboratory for studying diseases of the horse. 

Said Dean Cooper, “This is the finest thing 
that has happened to the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station in a long time, and gives our 
organization great encouragement. A large num- 
ber of horsemen are interested in the establish- 
ment of this fund, and I look upon this as a 
great opportunity for the Experiment Station. 
We have made fine progress in this work on 
limited funds, and through this additional fund 
we hope to see very complete development of 
facilities for investigation of equine diseases. 
We hope to make it increasingly important to 
horsemen.” 

Outlining usage of the fund, Dean Cooper said 
two types of research were provided for: First, 
specific study on periodic ophthalmia; second, 
study of other diseases which need further in- 
vestigation, and completion of research on dis- 
eases which the Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station already is working on. ‘We will 
plan definitely along these two lines,” said Dean 
Cooper. The Experiment Station’s staff will be 
enlarged to carry on this work. Already two 
new members have been added. Miss Ruth Mc- 
Donald, graduate of Morningside College in 
Iowa, who received her master’s degree as a 
technician in pathology at Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute, has joined the staff. Dr. D. W. Bruner, 
of Cornell University, will join the staff in July. 
Dr. Bruner, who received his doctor’s degree in 
bactericlogy at Cornell, where he has been teach- 
ing in that department for several years, will 
be given his D. V. M. degree in June. At the 
Kentucky station, he will be asociated with Dr. 
P. R. Edwards in the work the latter has already 
done on streptococcic infection of the genital 
tract of mares; Shigella equirulis, an infection of 
foals; and on microorganisms of the paratyphoid 
group, many of which cause disease in animals. 
In addition to Miss McDonald and Dr. Bruner, 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station 
also plans to add to its staff an assistant to 
carry on general research work in diseases of 
the horse, and a specialist who has the funda- 
mental training to qualify him to work with 
periodic ophthalmia. Other staff members will 
be added as the work progresses. At first, the 
director of the Experiment Station said, part of 
the station’s ground and buildings will be util- 
ized for the work. Steps are being taken, how- 
ever, to provide additional laboratory facilities 
exclusively for this work and Dean Cooper said 
it was hoped that a building for that purpose 
could be started within the next few months. 
“We expect to press development of this work,” 
said Dean Cooper, “and will start construction 
of the laboratory as soon as we can obtain the 
necessary approval and funds.” 

Dr. William W. Dimock, head of the depart- 
ment of animal pathology, will be in charge of 
the research, and the technical work will be or- 
ganized under his direction. Dr. Dimock said he 


would take an active part in the periodic oph- 
thalmia research and that the work would be 
organized under three principal divsions; trans- 
mission, cause, and prevention. Of the $31,000 
fund available, $25,000 is to be used in research 
on periodic ophthalmia, and the remaining $6,000 
will be available for research in the second type 
of work made possible by the fund. Dean Cooper 
also announced that the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station had included $17,756 for the 
department of animal pathology in its budget for 
the year starting July 1, 1937. Of that amount, 
approximately $15,000 will be spent in research 
activity and the fund of $31,000 announced this 
week gives the department $46,000 for its re- 
search work. 

Approximately 25 acres of grass land will be 
devoted to the research immediately. Additions 
will be made later. In announcing plans for the 
work, Dr. Dimock said horse breeders had always 
made available animals for observation and 
study and had already indicated that additional 
horses would be turned over to the department. 
“While a large number will be donated,” he said, 
“we may have to purchase a few healthy, but 
cheap, horses or experimental purposes.” 

Work already done on diseases of the horse 
under direction of Dr. Dimock has attracted 
widespread attention. Progress has been made 
at the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion in determining the cause and nature of 
many infections associated with breeding prob- 
lems of horses. 

Both Dean Cooper and Dr. Dimock commended 
the efforts of John Hay Whitney, president of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 
other members of that organization, and its com- 
mittee which worked out the plans for making 
the fund available. The director of the Experi- 
ment Station said he could not announce at this 
time the horsemen who had made the fund avail- 
able but that the American Thoroughbred Breed- 


ers Association had given $5,000 per annum to- 


the work. 

Trustees of the University of Kentucky issued 
the following resolution in accepting the fund: 

The board of trustees of the University of Kentucky 
hes accepted, for the use of the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Stations, funds contributed by the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders Association and by two 
anonymous donors. These funds are for use in the 
furtherance of investigations in regard to research in 
diseases of the horse and, in the instance of one donor, 
for the exclusive purpose of initiating research on 
recurrent ophthalmia in horses and-mules. 

The board has ordered that these gifts be set up as 
trust funds of the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, to be administered by Thomas Cooper, dean 
and director, and handled through a special account 
of the business office. Such funds are to be utilized 
only in the manner prescribed by the donors. 

The board of trustees hereby acknowledges the 
receipt of the funds and expressd its appreciation and 
gratification to the donors, with assurances that the 
funds will be guarded and so expended for research in 
the field of equine diseases that the horse industry shall 
receive benefits therefrom. 
CYPRESS DE BEAU 

Several weeks ago a horse named Cypress de 
Beau found himself in the hands of the American 
Express Company, with Mrs. L. L. Briden, 
Montreal, the shipper, and Mrs. John Hay Whit- 
ney, the addressee, both refusing to accept him. 
On a court order, the Express Company auc- 
tioned Cypress de Beau, got $2,225 for him. After 
his board and shipping bill was paid, $1,785 re- 
mained. Both Mrs. Briden and Mrs. Whitney 
ignored notification that the money was avail- 
able.

ROYAL MAIL’S GRAND NATIONAL 
6c OYAL MAIL has every qualification on 
looks, breeding, and public performance 
to win the Blue Riband of ’chasing,’”’ wrote The 
Briton in THE BLOOD-HORSE of March 6. ‘He is 
trained by Ivor Anthony at Wroughton, a master 
of his profession, and will be ridden by young 
Evan Williams, as capable a horseman as could 
be desired. ... Bar accidents in running, Royal 
Mail will win.” 

Not often is a Turf writer privileged to make 
such positive predictions concerning the result 
of the Grand National Steeplechase and see them 
come true. For the Aintree course, over which 
the race is run, is known as the most difficult 
in the world, and the fact that the National fields 
are the largest for any of the world’s important 
jumping races adds to the hazards of the under- 
taking. 

But Royal Mail, owned by H. Lloyd Thomas, 
former equerry to the Prince of Wales (now the 
Duke of Windsor), took up his 167 pounds, last 
Friday, March 19, jumped the course confidently, 
and finished in a manner that left no doubt that 
he deserved his honors. Second, four lengths 
behind the leader at the end of four miles and 
856 yards, was James V. Rank’s Cooleen (158), 
a 9-year-old mare by Loch Lomond; and third, 
10 lengths farther back, was another mare, E. W. 
W. Bailey’s Pucka Belle (147), 11-year-old 
daughter of Pucka Sahib. The latter finished 
only a head in front of Ego (149), one of the 
shortest-priced horses in the field. Three others 
from the field of 33 finished the course, Crown 
Prince (145), Pencraik (143), and Don Bradman 
(148). The showing of the latter was very good. 
At the first fence Dawmar had fallen in front 
of Don Bradman and brought him down, but A. 
Marsch had remounted and brought the 11-year- 
old gelding safely around the course. The fall 
had cost him too much distance, however, and 
Don Bradman did not come near the leaders. 

Royal Mail’s closest attendant at the finish 
was the riderless and resentful Drim. He had 
lost his jockey early in the race, and without 
weight or restraint had continued with the field, 
jumping fence after fence, and making occasional 
attacks upon the horses whose riders were still 
trying to guide them safely over the perilous 
course. At one point he had attempted to savage 
Royal Mail, almost causing him to fall. Cooleen 
and Pucka Belle, the mares which finished sec- 
ond and third, had also suffered interference from 
the disgruntled old gelding. But Drim’s bitter- 
ness was mostly directed against Royal Mail, 
which he even tried to follow into the unsaddling 
enclosure. 

The winner was cheered home by a crowd 
estimated at 400,000, and the fact that the new 
King and Queen were present (in Lord Derby’s 
box) was as much of the thrill for the vast 
throng of Britishers as was the race itself. It 
was the first time in 14 years a king had seen 
the Grand National run. The King tore up his 
tickets after the race, but Queen Elizabeth cashed 
a pound wager on Royal Mail. 

Two minutes after the horses reached the 
starting post the starter found all of them ready 
to go except two, so he lifted the barrier and 
sent them away. The two were Misdemeanor II 
and the American-owned What Have You (159), 
ridden by the capable American amateur William 
Streett. While the others dashed off toward the 


first jump, What Have You simply backed up 
and pinned his ears. After he had been beaten 
across the rump right vigorously with the hats 
of a couple of stable hands, he cantered off and 
took the first jump about a hundred yards behind 
the field, only to fall badly at the second and 
suffer a slight injury. (Some accounts report 
What Have You falling at the first jump.) “I 
can’t figure what got into him,” said Mr. Streett. 

As the Grand National field advances its ranks 
thin like soldiers advancing into the face of 
machine gun fire. Ready Cash led over the first 
fence, and when the field pulled away for the 
run to the second jump it was seen that three 
horses were already down, Passing Fancy, Daw- 
mar, and Don Bradman. By the time Becher’s 
Brook, the sixth jump, was reached only 19 
horses were Still on their feet and Ready Cash 
was still in the lead, with J. B. Snow’s ancient 
Delaneige in second place. As the field went 
over the Canal Turn jump there were further 
casualties. Ready Cash dropped back in the field 
after the first mile and Pucka Belle succeeded to 
the office of pacemaker, but shortly after they 
started on the second turn of the course Royal 
Mail, which had been close up from the start, 
was sent to the front. Thereafter he continued 
to lead the way, and the second time round stood 
off challenges from Ego, Cooleen, and Pucka 
Belle, pulling away on the flat after the final 
jump to win well in hand in 9:59%5, slowest time 
since the 100-1 Tipperary Tim beat Billy Barton 
home in 1928. 

The greatest question of the race, in the minds 
of most of the spectators, concerned the fate of 
Golden Miller. In 1935 Miss Dorothy Paget’s 
famous jumper, winner of the 1934 renewal, had 
passed the difficult Becher’s Brook and Canal 
Turn jumps the first time round, had lost his 
rider at the tenth obstacle, a comparatively easy 
affair. Much argument and explanation ensued, 
but pictures showed that Gerry Wilson, coming 
over the jump in typical English §stiff-legged 
style and hanging on the reins, had pulled the 
geldine’s head sidewise and then fallen out of 
the saddle as the horse swerved slightly. In the 
1936 running Golden Miller fell at the first fence, 
was remounted, and refused at Valentine’s Brook 
when he saw two horses lying in the ditch ahead 
of him. This year, despite his doubtful record, 
Golden Miller was the post-time favorite, at 7 
to 1. He had a new jockey, Danny Morgan, an- 
other in a long series of good riders who have 
attempted to discover the secret of Golden 
Miller’s vagaries. The crowd waited breathlessly 
while the favorite turned back toward the stands 
after clearing the Canal Turn jump. He went 
over Valentine’s, but at the next jump he refused, 
tossed his rider. It was the jump at which he 
had lost his rider in the 1935 renewal. Golden 
Miller, though he is still recognized as one of 
the greatest jumpers in England, is not likely 
to be favorite for another Grand National. 

The American-owned contingent, usually fairly 
numerous in the Aintree classic, had a bad day. 
Mrs. Clark’s Flying Minutes, American-bred son 
of Flying Ebony, was one of the least regarded 
of the six starters owned by Americans, and 
made much the best showing. He moved forward 
in the field gradually during the first time 
around, and by the time Becher’s Brook was 
reached the second time only Royal Mail was 
ahead of him. It began to look as if Mrs. Clark 
might repeat her 1933 success, scored with 
Kellsboro’ Jack. Flying Minutes was still going

well when he fell five jumps from home—at the 
same jump Golden Miller had refused the first 
time round. 

The other American entrants had already 
passed out of the picture. What Have You was 
eliminated at the very beginning. J. B. Snow’s 
Delaneige dropped out after the fifth jump, and 
his stablemate, Delachance, lasted only to the 
twelfth. Robert Lehman’s Didoric, which had 
more backing than any of the other American- 
owned horses, closing at 100 to 8, took a spec- 
tacular fall in front of the grandstand, at the 
fifteenth jump. Jesse Metcalf’s Kiltoi disappeared 
from the field somewhere on the first round. 

“It was a fine straightforward ride,” reported 
Evan Williams, the winning jockey, ‘except for 
the trouble from loose horses. I always felt sure 
with Royal Mail. He was steady as a rock.” It 
was Williams’ second Grand National score, and 
the second for Trainer Ivor Anthony. The two 
had formed the team which got Kellsboro’ Jack 
home with the victory in 1933. It was Williams 
who was humiliated when Golden Miller sat down 
in the grass and slid toward the Valentine’s 
Brook jump with him in last year’s running. 

Besides the horses already mentioned, the 
other starters were Buckthorn, Tapinois, Milk 
Punch, Dryburgh, Keen Blade, Uncle Batt, Sun- 
spot II, Gaze, Emancipator, Spionaud, Field 
Master, Irvine, Sugar Loaf, True Blue.

Royal Mail, like many another winner of Eng- 
land's great steeplechase, was bred in Ireland, 
at Balfstown, County Meath, and is eminently 
well bred for a Grand National horse. He is by 
My Prince, which sired Gregalach, winner in 
1929, and Reynoldstown, winner in 1935 and 1936. 
My Prince also sired Easter Hero, one of the 
best ’chasers which failed to win the National. 
Royal Mail is registered in the half-bred stud 
book, and is the first foal of his dam recorded 
there. His dam, Flying May, was by Flying 
Hackle, whose sire, Hackler, got two Grand 
National winners, Jenkinstown in 1910 and 
Covertcoat in 1913. Flying May’s dam was 
Little May II, by Ascetic, which sired the Na- 
tional winners Cloister, Drumerce, and Ascetic’s 
Silver. Little May II won eight steeplechase 
races and one National Hunt flat race. She was 
out of Sister May, by Mayboy, and it is the 
Mayboy strain which disqualifies Royal Mail 
from the General Stud Book. In tail-female it is 
the Sunflower branch of the No. 1 family. 


LONGSHOT AT LINCOLN 


The English flat-racing season opens at Lin- 
coln two days before the National Hunt season 
reaches its climax in the Grand National Steeple- 
chase. As the principal race of the opening 
day, the Lincolnshire Handicap (1,000 sovereigns 
added, one mile) attracts much attention be- 
cause it is the medium of so much ante-post 
speculation. The weights range from 91 to 133 
pounds, and the race must be the first of the 


year for each of the contestants, except for a 
few which try hurdle racing as a means of prep- 
aration. The bookmakers usually show a neat 
profit on the Lincolnshire. 

This year’s running was no exception. The 
winner was Mrs. C. B. Robinson’s home-bred 
Marmaduke Jinks (105), against which the books 
were still offering 33 to 1 at post time (though 
the totalizator showed only 181% to 1 against 
him). The 5-year-old grey gelding, ridden by 
Douglas Smith, an apprentice, broke in front, 
led ali the way, and stood off the challenge of 
Martin Benson’s Laureat II (114) to win by a 
head. Laureat If was one of the favorites, at 
100 to 7, and was ridden by Gordon Richards, 
England’s outstanding jockey. Third, two lengths 
behind the leaders, was E. Davey’s Coldron (91), 
held at 66 to 1. The mile was run over a heavy 
track in the amazingly slow time of 1:564. 

Marmaduke Jinks is by Mr. Jinks out of Mill 
Belle, by Tredennis, second dam Mildred, by 
Hackler. He failed to win at two or three, but 
won two of his 13 starts at four last year, in- 
cluding the six-furlong Ayr Gold Cup. 


FAIR GROUNDS 


HE current week exhausts the 113 days of 

racing held at the Fair Grounds, with Sun- 
day, March 28, as closing day. Featured will be 
the $10,000 added Louisiana Derby, which may 
attract a fair field of 3-year-olds. Most im- 
portant nominee is Milky Way Farms’ Military, 
which was second in the Santa Anita Derby, and 
is now in Texas, preparing for the Texas Derby. 
Millsdale Stable’s The Shooter, a Lucky Tom 
colt bred by Alex B. Gordon, has been shipped in 
from Santa Anita Park, where he won two fairly 
good 3-year-old events. On March 17 he turned 
back the odds-on favorite, Jewell Dorsett, in a 
six-furlong allowance race. 

Few 2-year-olds are quartered at the Fair 
Grounds, and juvenile events have been infre- 
quent. On March 19 a maiden 2-year-old event 
was won by Conn Smythe’s Stringalong, a *Swift 
and Sure filly which was bred by Mereworth 
Stud and sold for $1,400 at Saratoga’s yearling 
auction last summer. White Castle, a Fair Wind 
colt bred by Roy Carruthers, was another 
juvenile winner of last week.

FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK PROSPERS 


OLLOWING Hialeah Park’s extraordinarily 
successful meeting, officials at Tropical Park 
expected that last year’s average daily pari- 
mutuel turnover of about $250,000 would be ex- 
ceeded. But when the first week of racing at 
the Coral Gables track showed a daily average of 
$301,286, it became evident that their estimates 
were conservative, and it now seems likely that 
this season at Tropical Park will have a daily 
betting average of perhaps $100,000 more than 
last. With the track’s revenue thus increased 
about $8,000 daily, it was decided to increase 
purse distribution about $700 daily, and on Mon- 
day, March 22, the purse minimum was raised 
from $800 to $900, making this the highest mini- 
mum in the history of the track. Manager Wil- 
liam V. Dwyer said: “It has always been our 
policy to share our success with the horsemen.” 
Principal remaining event of the meeting is 
the Tropical Special, a $5,000 added event for 3- 
year-olds, to be run on closing day, April 3. This 
race, run previously as the Derby Consolation 
Stakes, has attracted 11 3-year-olds, including 
Par, Rudie, Eli Yale, Uneasy, Maedic, Maecloud, 
Fencing, Sceneshifter, Bernard F., Swift Lad, 
and Robber Baron. Chief absentee is No Sir, 
which finished second to Court Scandal in the 
Flamingo Stakes. Par’s victory in the Royal 
Palm Handicap will probably make him a strong 
choice for the event, though Maedic and Eli Yale 
are also likely to have strong backing. Fencing, 
Sceneshifter, and Par were all bred by J. E. 
Widener, but the first two were sold to Maxwell 
Howard, and Par was claimed by his present 
owner. Juvenile leader of the week was Col. Phil 
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T. Chinn’s Spindletop, which won a maiden race 
on Monday, won again on Saturday. He is by 
Flying Heels—Spooky, by Pillory. Jockey Eddie 
Arcaro took jockey honors, winning three races, 
including the Saturday stakes feature (Par) and 
the St. Patrick’s Day Handicap on March 17 
(Dnieper). 


ROYAL PALM HANDICAP 


Most improved of the 3-year-olds which moved 
from Hialeah Park to Tropical Park is Par, 
which was claimed from J. E. Widener on Febru- 
ary 27 for $4,500, by H. W. Jackson. His new 
owner started him in an allowance race on March 
7, and he gave a seven-length beating to a good 
field, including Proph, which had finished nearly 
two lengths in front of him in their previous en- 
counter. For the Royal Palm Handicap ($2,000 
added, 3-year-olds, one mile) at Tropical Park 
on March 20, Par (110) was a strong second 
choice to W. T. Gallagher’s Rudie (118), which 
had beaten him four lengths a month earlier, 
when Rudie was giving him six pounds. 

Rudie flashed away from the gate with his 
customary speed, and Rainland (107) went up 
to force the pace, with J. W. Parrish’s Proph 
(106) close behind him. Eddie Arcaro held Par 
back, saved ground in fifth place. For a half- 
mile there were no changes in position, except 
that Bernard F. (112) dropped back from fourth 
place, leaving Par with three horses in front of 
him. At the quarter-pole Arcaro pulled out and 
put Par into a drive. At the eighth-pole he was 
still fourth, but the leaders were weakening. 
He got to Rudie about 100 yards from the finish, 
drew out to win by a length and a half. Rudie 
held second place by a length from Maemere 
Farm’s Maecloud (109), which rushed up from 
last place to finish four léngths in front of Proph. 
Rainland and Bernard F. completed the field. 
Time, :23%, :463%, 1:114%, 1:37, track fast. 
Stakes division, $1,505, $400, $200, $100.

CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN 

ATURDAY, March 20, was the sixth day of 

the Tanforan meeting, and though there was 
rain during the latter part of the week, the meet- 
ing seems on the way to being quite a success- 
ful one. On opening day the pari-mutuel turn- 
over was $254,759, or about $10,000 higher than 
opening day last year. For the first four days, 
the betting total was $632,219, an increase of 
about $17,000 over that of the same period in 
1936. Since Tanforan’s 1936 spring meeting 
was very much a success, the current one should 
be a very profitable one. 

Horses owned by Cleaveland Putnam were 
prominent at the San Bruno oval last week. On 
March 18 the Arizona sportsman won a juvenile 
event with Wacky Jack, a Wise Counsellor colt 
which was bred by Joe Gaines, Georgetown, 
Ky., and sold at Saratoga last summer for $2,200. 
On the same day Mr. Putnam’s Black Rhapsody, 
a Macaw colt bred by Thomas Piatt, won a 
claiming event. The following day Mr. Putnam 
sent out English Accent, a Victorian filly, bred 
by Silas Mason and E. K. Thomas, to win a 3- 
year-old maiden event. He won the Saturday 
stakes event with Moon Side. 

A popular victory was scored on March 17 by 
William Le Baron’s Brown Jade, winning her 
fourth race this season. Mud caused the scratch- 
ing of all but five of the starters in the Kings 
Mountain Handicap on March 20, and an indif- 
ferent field went to the post. An account of the 
race appears below. 


MOON SIDE WINS EASILY 

Five horses raced through the mud for the 
Kings Mountain Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Tanforan March 20. 
Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s War Glory (110) set the 
pace for six furlongs, then yielded as Jockey E. 
Yager brought Cleaveland Putnam’s Moon Side 
(112) up from behind. The Broadside gelding 
had no difficulty after he got to the front and 
won easily by two and a half lengths from H. C. 
Hatch’s Sweepstaff (114) which raced evenly 
throughout. War Glory weakened through the 
stretch, but took third place, three lengths be- 
hind Sweepstaff, a half-length in front of Hunt, 
Beezley, and Boeing’s Sobriety (114), with Rush- 
away (110) completing the field, 25 lengths 
farther back. Time, :25, :50%, 1:15%, 1:42%, 
1:49, track muddy. Stakes division, $2,100, $400, 
$200, $100.

BREEDERS’ ORGANIZ ATION 


Henry Potter Russell, owner of Double H 
Ranch, in California’s Carmel Valley, wrote 
about a month ago to a number of California 
breeders, asking opinions on the founding of a 
breeders’ association. By March 17 he had re- 
ceived favorable replies from 80 breeders, is now 
concerned with the mechanics of organization. 
Purposes of the organization are to encourage 
cooperative efforts in breeding, to gather and 
disseminate information of interest to breeders, 
and to organize and conduct sales patterned after 
the fall sales at Lexington.

SUSPENSION IN ARKANSAS 


ALIVA taken from Crestonian, which won at 

Oaklawn Park on March 15, showed a posi- 
tive reaction, according to a chemist’s report to 
the Arkansas Racing Commission, and on March 
20 the Commission ruled that Trainer F. W. Sta- 
ton should be suspended for 60 days, his horses 
for 30 days. 


SUSPENSIONS RESCINDED 


Trainers J. A. Murphy, D. W. Carroll, and J. 
Levitt, who were suspended March 9 for six 
months by the Texas Racing Commission in con- 
nection with a stimulation charge, were rein- 
stated on March 16. The explanation offered was 
that since the commission’s chemist did not re- 
tain a sample of the saliva specimens (which he 
reported positive), the commission did not con- 
sider that the trainers could be given a fair trial. 
This is what is known as a Scotch verdict: Not 
guilty, but don’t do it again. 


LEADING BROODMARE SIRES 


* FT IGHT BRIGADE was fifth on the list of 

leading American broodmare sires in 1936, 
58 of his daughters being represented by 85 win- 
ners of 209 races and $191,862 in first monies. It 
was the seventh year in succession *Light Brig- 
ade, now dead, has been among the leading 20 
sires of dams of winners. He was second in 1935, 
fifth in 1934. Chief representatives of » *Light 
Brigade mares among last year’s winners were 
Discovery and Roman Soldier, both of which have 
now been retired to the stud. *Light Brigade had 
93 mares listed as dams of registered foals in the 
most recent volume of the American Stud Book.

ILLINOIS 

A bill which would reduce from $2,500 to

BREVITY COMES HOME 

NNOUNCEMENT was made on March 21 

that Brevity had been returned to J. E. 
Widener’s Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, to join 
Chance Shot, *Sickle, and Haste in the stud 
there. It is understood that his book is limited 
to 10 mares and was already filled when the 
4-year-old reached Lexington. 

Brevity came to prominence in 1935 when he 
won the Champagne Stakes from Snark and 
others. He was considered a strong contender 
for the Kentucky Derby, which his half-brother, 
Osmand, had failed by a nose to take from 
Whiskery. Last winter he won the Florida 
Derby, in what was then world record time of 
1:481'5 for 14 miles. He won a preparatory race 
at Churchill Downs, and went to the post in 
the Derby as the first odds-on favorite for that 
event since Twenty Grand. After a disputed start 
which left Brevity far back in the field, he came 
up to lose a bitter stretch duel to Bold Venture 
by a head. A month later he was injured in the 
Belmont Stakes, and was retired from training. 
An attempt was made to prepare him for the 
Widener Challenge Cup this winter, but he bowed 
a tendon several weeks before the race. In all 
he started nine times, won five races, finished 
second twice, and earned $35,225. 

Brevity is out of the grand mare Ormonda, a 
winner of six stakes, dam of Osmand (22 wins 
and $156,990) and three minor winners, grandam 
of Reaping Reward, National Anthem, Song Hit, 
and others. Ormonda was bred to Chance Shot 
on May 2, 1932, but apparently did not get in 
foal. Because of Chance Shot’s condition in 1932, 
most of his mares were transferred to other 
stallions. Ormonda went to *Sickle, was bred 
on May 19, again on May 21. Brevity was foaled 
on May 9, 1933, and hence, though under The 
Jockey Club’s regulations he is registered as by 
Chance Shot or *Sickle, there is little doubt that 
*Sickle is his sire. 


MEREWORTH MARES TO DISCOVERY 

When Adolphe Pons, acting for Mereworth 
Stud, sold Discovery, at the end of his 2-year- 
old season, to Alfred Vanderbilt for a reported 
price of $25,000, he stipulated that, when the 
horse should be retired to the stud, Mereworth 
would have the privilege of sending five mares 
to his court each year for five years. Those pros- 
pective seasons have grown enormously in value 
since the deal was made. 

In accordance with the agreement, Dr. Robert 
H. Bardwell, manager at Mereworth, has shipped 
to Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, Md., the following 
five mares to be bred to Discovery: *Prattle, by 
Captain Cuttle; Atlantis, by John P. Grier; Dark 
Loveliness, by *Traumer; Swiftply, by *Swift 
and Sure; and Specs, by Upset.

Foray 
LONDON, MARCH 7 


NEW YORK colleague, who takes a lively 

and expert interest in our classic races, 
writes me regarding the Derby chance of Foray, 
and questions my judgment in regarding the 
colt as essentially a sprinter. As a fact, I have 
not written of Foray as being merely a sprinter. 
The colt has been my fancy for the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas for many months past, but I plead 
guilty to doubting his ability to stay the Epsom 
mile and a half, and although he is now joint 
favorite for the Derby, I would not back him at 
odds of 100 to 1 except with the idea of making 
a bit by hedging. My New York friend makes 
much of the fact that Marshall Field’s colt is of 
the No. 22 Bruce Lowe family, from which tribe 
have come such noted horses as St. Blaise, Merry 
Hampton, Manna, Captain Cuttle, and Trigo 
(Derby winners), St. Frusquin, Mr. Jinks, Your 
Majesty, and Sandwich, which won others of the 
classic races. I agree the accuracy of the list, 
but I submit that the only one named that has 
any real bearing on Foray’s Derby chance is 
Mr. Jinks, and he merely strengthens my argu- 
ment that Foray will not make a stayer. 

In the first place, 2-year-olds with such a 
merry turn of foot as Foray displayed in his 
races last season rarely do train on into distance 
performers. It is, however, on the score of 
breeding that I discard the colt as a Derby 
proposition, and as his pedigree is of considerable 
interest, we will set it out in style.

Our Lassie, the great-grandam of Foray, won 
the Oaks. Lady Brilliant won a race over a mile, 
and Black Ray, the dam of the subject of these 
notes, won over five furlongs. 

Black Ray has been a prolific producer of high- 
class stock. Among her early foals were Sheet 
Lightning, a winner in America, and the speedy 
gelding Dark Brilliance. Her sixth foal was 
*Jacopo, a handsome Sansovino colt which was in 
the very top class as a 2-year-old, and might 
have swept the board in the classic races but for 
some internal trouble—red-worm, I  believe— 
which ruined his 3-year-old career. He was 
nothing like himself when he ran in the Derby 
and finished seventh to Cameronian. As a 4- 
year-old he won the Princess of Wales’ Stakes 
over a mile and a half at Newmarket. 

Following *Jacopo, Black Ray foaled Eclair, 
Comet, Sans Lumiere, Black Domino, and Foray. 
Eclair was by the Tetrarch horse, Ethnarch, and 
was a high-class filly. She won five races as a 
3-year-old in 1933, two of them over 10 fur- 
longs. Black Domino won the Ulster Derby over 
a mile and a half, but he, like *Jacopo, was sired 
by the stayer Sansovino. Thus, while the breed- 
ing of Black Ray smacks rather of speed than 
stamina, we could not rule Foray out of Derby 
calculations on the distaff side of the pedigree. 
But on his sire’s side, the barrier seems in- 
surmountable. 

Tetratema, the most brilliant son of The 
Tetrarch, won the Two Thousand Guineas in 1920 
and started favorite for the Derby. He was never 
seen with a chance. In the subsequent records 
of the Guineas, Tetratema has left a big im- 
pression. His son, Mr. Jinks, won the Two 
Thousand in 1929, *Royal Minstrel was beaten 
a head by Flamingo in 1928, *Gino was third 
in 1933, and Theft was runner-up to Bahram 
in 1935. Tetratema’s daughters, Four Course and 
Myrobella, were respectively first and third in 
the One Thousand Guineas of 1931 and 1933. 
With the exception of Four Course, which ran 
second for the Oaks, the record of Tetratema’s 
stock in classic races ends with the Guineas. 
Not one of the four colts named could gain 
a place in the Derby, and when Mr. Jinks ran 
in the St. Leger he finished last of 14. 

No horse has had greater stud opportunity 
than Tetratema and none, in recent years, has 
got more speedy stock. But speed, and speed 
alone, is their forte. In top-class company, a 
mile is the extent of their tether. I cannot name 
one which has won a good handicap or weight- 
for-age race over 114 miles. When the cumu- 
lative evidence is so overwhelming, it seems al- 
together preposterous to think that Foray will 
prove an exception, particularly as the colt is 
in every way most typical of his sire’s stock.

SIRES OF WINNERS 


S long as the Santa Anita Handicap, with its 

$100,000 endowment, is run in February, 
the leading sire at first publication of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE statistics will be the sire of the Santa 
Anita Handicap winner. Compilation of records 
including the racing of March 20, first monies 
only included, show that The Porter, which now 
stands at John Hay Whitney’s Llangollen Stud, 
Lexington, heads the list, his get having earned 
$109,135. Rosemont’s victories in the San An- 
tonio Stakes and Santa Anita Handicap account 
for most of this total, but unlike the sires of 
*Azucar and Top Row, The Porter is represented 
by a fairly good number of other winners, and 
has a chance to hold his lead throughout the 
year. Second on the list is John R. Macomber’s 
Petee-Wrack, which stands at A. B. Hancock’s 
Ellerslie Stud, Charlottesville, Va., Columbiana’s 
victory in the Widener Challenge Cup Handicap 
being largely responsible for his position.

Fifth on the list as respects money, but first 
in number of races won, is Coldstream Stud’s 
*Bull Dog, which is in a four-way tie with 
Audley Farm’s *Carlaris, John D. Hertz’s Reigh 
Count, and the syndicate-owned *Sir Gallahad 
III (*Bull Dog’s full brother) in number of win- 
ners, each having 15. Bon Homme, a California 
stallion, is in fifth place, but chiefly by virtue 
of victories scored by his get in races restricted 
to California-breds. *Bull Dog’s get have won 27 
races, two more than are credited to *Carlaris 
and *Sir Gallahad III. Reigh Count is fourth, 
with 23 races won, The Porter fifth with 21 vic- 
tories and a dead heat.
